Ina few 
days, the boy’s father, taking a hberal present, 
applied to another nobleman of high rank, and 
prevailed on him to intercede for the boy’s resto- 
ration. He was accordingly restored, and bas 
come back. But to collect again all his comrades, 
isno easy task. Mr. Johnson, of the A. B.C. F. 
M., has suffered similar discouragements. It 
certainly is a subject attended with great difficul- 
ties. ‘Though the fathers are Chinese, the moth- 
ers are Siamese. Siamese is their molher tongue. 
‘The mothers wish to have them taught by the 
priests ; the fathers, on the other hand, havea 
great contempt for the Siamese language. Hence 
itdepends ina great measure on the children 
themselves, whether they will learn any thing or 
not. 

As for my own labors, the greatest part of my 
time 18 spent In conversing with tl F s ; 
study, translation and revision. Sinasln eobaie 
is conducted every evening with those in our em- 
ploy, when explanations are offered, and exhorta- 
tions made, to which tolerable attention is given. 
The Chinese continue to meet on Sabbath morn. 
ings, and their exercises are attended either by 
br. Davenport or myself, and commenced with 
prayer in English. The exercises consist of 
reading the scriptures and singing in Chinese, 
with some historical explanations by our school- 
teacher, and are closed by a prayer in Chinese by 
one of the members of the church. On Sunday 
afternoon, at two o'clock, I have Siamese wor- 
ship, m regular form, which is attended by about 
thirty persons, some constantly, and others trans- 
iently. The simplicity of our worship ex cites 
some wonder among the Siamese,with whom cer- 
emony and religious offerings are looked 
upon as the principal constituents of worship.— 
Nhat our communications are generally under- 


| provement, but the conscience is more tender, and 
the prospect of their becoming Christians incom- 
| parably better, than of those who have grown old 
in the superstitions and vices of heathenism. 
Feeling thus the importance of this subject, 
‘and encouraged by the hope of ultimate success, 

[ trust, if the Lord will, during the coming year, 
‘to make more strenuous and enlarged efforts in 
this interesting and important branch of mission- 
sary labor. So far, too, from being a hindrance in 
my acquisition of the linguage, I consider teach- 
,ing as one of my greatest helps, and as abundant- 
| ly repaying, even in personal emolument, all the 
‘time bestowed upon it. 

The obstacles to the establishment of schools | 
here, are peculiarly numerous and almost insur- 
/mountable ; so that, after a year’s labor, my num- 
‘ber now comprises but fifteen regular scholars, 
|besides a few others, who have attended fora. 
few days, or weeks, at different portions of the 
year. 
| The people are unwilling to entrust their chil- | 
jdren to us, for two reasons. One is, they are 
jafraid we shall make ther christians, and forbid 

them to bow down to priests andimages. The 
other, and by far the most weighty, is, that when- 
,ever they are in debt, or need money for any pur- 
| pose, they sell their children into slavery, for the 
jsutn required, and thus make them the means of 
|great personal gain ; whereas, if they place them 

with us, only the children’s good is secured, and 
being without natural affection, this is a matter 
of perfect indifference. 

_ We may get as many children as we wish, 
either by buying them of their parents, or re- 
deeming them from slavery ; but it seems utterly 
impossible to obtain them, to any extent, gratui- 
tously, except as day scholars, and then only 
those who live in the immediate vicinity. Know- 
ing this, and thinking the plan of redemption one 
of mercy both ‘o their bodies and souls, I have 
written to my private friends, to know how many 
they are willing to pay for, leaving only the ex-

ple testimony, than volumes of the king’s English 
would express. Of all the arts of civilized life, 
that of close trading is the first acquired by sava- 
ges, because itis the first taught ; but these are 
as generous in distributing the fruits of their trade 
to their friends and families, as they are sharp in 
acquiring them. After the shops are closed, the 
remainder of the day is spent in extra work or 
amusement. A Sabbath here is emphatically a} 
period of rest, and presents a pleasing contrast to 
the noise and hubbub of the preceding day. 

At nine o’clock in the morning summoned by 
the shrill sound of the conch, files of well dressed 
natives coming from hill and dale, pouring from 
town and hamlet, are seen quietly wending their 
way to the house of God. ‘There, squatted, in 
their manner, on the ground, the men occupying 
one side of the building and the women the oth- 
er, they listen with attention to the words of the 
preacher, or mingle their voices in the songs of 
praise. I have attended religious meetings in 
many of the back villages in our own country, 
but in none of them havelI ever witnessed a 
greater seriousness of manner, a more respectful 
demeanor or devotional deportment than was here 
displayed. After the close of the service they 
separated in the same silent manner. In the af- 
ternoon a few attended a Bible class, while others 


itations. But no riotous noise or cries or profane 
merriment are heard here. All is hushed—the 
same stillness which pervades the landscape in 
New England on the Sabbath, is felt; and, like 
the pouring of oil over troubled waters, soothes 
the angry passions, and invites man to hold com- 
munion with his Maker. And this is the result 
of a missionary establishment of but three year’s 
standing. 


A WORTHY EXAMPLE OF SELF 
DENIAL. 


In the course of the remarks made by Rev. 
Mr. Magie, at the meeting of the Am. Board on 
Thursday last, he related the following affecting 
anecdote. A minister in I[llindis, on receiving 
the sad news that the Ceylon missionaries had 
been obliged, in consequence of the curtailment 
of funds, to dismiss 5000 scholars from their 
schools, and that $25 would resuscitate a school, 
resolved to try and raise that sum in his soeiety. 
They were a little band, and had already done 
what they thought they could for Foreign Mis- 


ment in most branches of industry. Commerce 
is again taking in her halsers, and spreading her 
canvass ; the streets of our cities, which had 
been hushed almost into Petrwan solitude, are 


again becoming resonant with the confusion and 


rattle of business; in our manufacturing villages 
the clink of the anvil and the buzz of the jenney, 


are once more heard in all their activity, and all | 


classes are made to rejoice in the superabundant 
hopes of the jagriculturist. A gracious provi- 
dence beams benignantly upon us, and its rays 
are the more refreshing from the night of storms 
through which we have just passed. Jt is natur- 
al to inquire what effect this state of returning 
prosperity has upon onr charitable and religious 
associations. Should we have been apprized of 
it by the amount of thank offerings brought in by 
the friends of Zion? In most instances we ap- 
prehend not. At the anniversary of this society 
in April, 1837, in Philadelphia, a resolution was

But on the return of a 
better day, it might be expected that institutions 
which have been laboring under great embarrass- 
ments, would have been amply relieved, not per- 
haps by any sudden overflow,but by the offerings 
of those who are glad promptly to testify their 
gratitude to the Giver of all. Shall the Savior 
say of us as acommunity, ‘ were there not ten 
wosts a; “hare are the nine ? We trust 
not. 

The Home Mission Society is happy to ac- 
knowledge its obligations to the christian public 
for the measure of support it has reeeived. With 
peculiar pleasure is mention made of the bene- 
factions of the churches in Ohio, Western Ten- 
nessee, Kentucky and Mississippi—churches 
which have not been accustomed to contribute to 
our funds. (See Treasurer's receipts.) The ben- 
efited are becoming benefactors—the blessed, 
blessings to others. Things are thus beginning 
to move inthe right channel. Still, the society 
would scarcely be able to make those they now 
have in the field comforiable, such is the tardi- 
ness of the receipts, even were they toturna 
deaf ear to all new applications for help. 

Another thing should be bore in mind, the 
commercial distress is first over where it was first 
felt—which was in the commercial heart of the 
country. In the distant west, they now feel the 
pressure sorer than ever ; and for this very rea- 
son, the churches apply to the society with more 
affecting earnestness than ever.

“The fact of most interest respecting the state 
of things here, is, that the King has by a recent 
proclamation, suppressed all the grog-shops, re- 
newing the licenses of two billiard-rooms, whieh 
are authorized to retail ardent spirits. I think 
that the measure will be attended with good ef- 
feets, though it cannot be supposed that it will 
effectually remedy or check the evil it is designed 
to control. Still, something bas been done, and 
if there are sailors who will still “drink and be 
drunken,” the number will not be so great, by any 
means, as was the case when alruost the first 
house and the last house a sailor met with on 
coming ashore, was a licensed grog-shop, whet : 
the fiddle and the noise of merriment draw in mul 
titudes, and who, having once entered a a 
scene, found no restraint to keep them back from 
being debased by the whole of its temptations.

RELIGION IN SPAIN. 


Extracts from a letter addressed by a gentleman 
in Cadiz, lo the Corresponding Secretary of the 
American Bible Society ; furnished, by request 
of the author, for the N. Y. Observer. 


Capiz, June 27, 1838. 


My Dear Sirn—On the 6th instant, I had 
much pleasure to receive, via Gibralter, your 
highly valued letter of the 39th April, informing 
me that you had sent to the care of the Ameni- 
can Consul at that place, a case containing fifty 
Spanish Bibles, and 150 Testaments, granted by 
the Bible Society for gratuitous distribution, 
or sold when possible, among the unfortunate 
people of this country ; for which very handsome 
grant I feel truly grateful, and am only sorry to 
say that there is but small prospect, in the pres- 
ent aspect of affairs, that such a gift will be val- 
ued as it deserves. 

I know not whether you are aware, that the 
word of God is still prohibited entrance into this 
degraded country ; but such being the case, has 
prevented me from ordering the books round 
here immediately from Gibralter, as l could have 
wished. Ihave given directions that, as oppor- 
tunity occurs, a few may be sent round from 
time to time, when I shall make such use of 
them as | think most conducive to the object we 
have in view—their being perused ; for though I 
could easily get rid of hundreds of the sacred 
tomes, I doubt whether we could assure ourselves 
that a proper respect would be paid to them ; or 
whether, in fact, they would not be at first looked 
atin the same lightas that with which a child 
regards a toy, and then thrown aside on the 
shelf, never to be again thought of. 

I cannot well describe to you the state of feel- 
ing in which I write this. When I look around 
me and view the dense spiritual and intellectual 
darkness in which the Spanish people are envel- 
oped, the prospect is indeed melancholy. When 
I consider that I can scarcely name an individual 
(true, there is one exception) in Cadiz, be he na- 

tive or foreign, who would co-operate with me in 
distiibuting the bread of life contained in the Ho- 
ly Scriptures ; and that, on the contrary, an in- 
dividual engaged in that pious act has of late 
actually been held upas a subject for proscription 
and persecution by the Bishop of this city ; when 
I reflect that the authorized'agent of the London 

Bible Society at Madrid has, only a short time 
since, been imprisoned, it requires no small degree 
of moral, if not physical courage, to place our- 
selves against the current of the roaring stream 

of Romish bigotry and authorised intolerance. 

A few weeks since, notice was given that ona 
certain Sunday,the new building, [the cathedral ] 

would be opened to the public for the purpose of 
witnessing the effect of some pieces of music in 

the edifice, and that a subscription would also be 

made in aid of the funds for finishing the work.

CoRRECTING CHILDREN IN ANGER.—There is 
a common error, which may need to be noticed, 
that of correcting a child hastily and harshly, 
and then, feeling that injustice has been done, to 
compensate him by soothing sugar plum or hon- 
ied apology. ltis not easy to conceive of any 
thing more likely to degrade the parert in the 
eyes of his offspring than such an inconsiderate 
folly——nothing more sure to destroy his influence 
over the mind, to harden the young heart in re- 
bellion, and make it grow bold in sin. In propor- 
tion as the parent sinks in his esteem, self-conceit 
grows up in the mind of the undutiful child— 
Young people, as well as old, pay great respect 
to consisteney, and on the contrary, despise those 
Whose aonduct is marked with caprice. The sa- 
cred relation of parent is no protection against 
this contempt. Those, therefore, who would pre- 
serve their influence over their children, who 
would heep hold of their reins that may guide 
them in periods of danger, and save them from 
probable ruin, must take care not to exhibit them- 
selves as governed by passion or whim, rather 
than fixed principles of justice and duty. 


Sickness.—In sickness the soul begins to 
dress herself for mortality. And first, she unites 
the strings of vanity, that made her upper gar- 
ment cleave to the world, and sit uneasy. She 
puts off the light and fantastic summer robe of 
lust and wanton appetite.

The whole city of Cadiz 
was in motion. Not a coach or carraige was to 
be had at almost any price, all having been put 
in requisition several days previously.

MADRAS. 


The Missionary Herald contains the first re- 
port of this mission, which was established near- 
ly two years since. The report notices the death 
of Mrs. Winslow, which occurred a year ago 
next Sabbath. In the former part of the year, 
when all the schools were in operation, and con- 
tained about 750 children, the attendance on 
Sabbath morning, at each station, was usually 
upwards of 300: and, including their teachers 
and other adults, from 350 to 400 in all. 

At Rajapoorum, public worship is held both in 
the forenoon and afternoon of the Sabbath ; 
and from 300 to 400 native adulis usually attend, 
especially in the morning. 

The average number of schools through the 
year has been 25, including two English schools 
at Rajapoorum. ‘Tamul schools at this station 
14, and 9 at Chintadrepettah. These, by reason 
of the reduction of appropriation, were dismissed 
at the end of August. Most of those at Raja- 
poorum, however, were resumed in October, by 
reason of adonation from a friend for the pur- 


se. 
oe 60,000 tracts and 12,000 larger and 
smaller parts of the Old and New Testaments 
were distributed during the year. 
Religious Inquiry.—Says Mr. Winslow, ‘ God 
has been pleased to smile on the efforts made, 
and a revival of religion has been, and we trust 
still is, in pleasing progress. More than thirty 
have attended some of the inquiry meetings, 
which is a large number for such a congrega- 
tion. Several of them appear well, and there is 
much occasion for praise and thanksgiving to 
God, with whom is the residue of the spirit.’

Provipentiar Escare.—The Presbyteriancburch 
of Riley, Delaware county, Pa, which is under the 
pastoral care of the Rev. Alvin H. Parker, was re- 
cently the scene of an extraordinary and alarming oc- 
currence. It has been thoroughly repaired and fur- 
nished with new ceiling, pews and pulpit, and had on- 
ly been occupied a short time before the disaster oc- 
curred, which might have proved fatal to many of the 
worshippers.

below. In examining the ruins, we were led to con- 
clude that had the catastrophe occurred while the 
congregation were in the house, nearly every individ- 
ual would have been killed or seriously injured. 
The providence was remarkable, and should be grate- 
fully recognized by those for whose deliverance it 
was signally interposed.

FEMALE TEACHERS OF COMMON 
SCHOOLS. 

It is a question in which the friends of popular 
eeucation must feel a deep interest, by what 
means well qualified teachers are to be furnished 
in any sufficient numbers, to meet the increasing 
demand forthem which exists in all parts of our 
country. We may wake up the spirit of im- 
provement in the department of common school 
instruction, and do every thing else that is need- 
ed to promote its prosperity, but if an adequate 
supply of good teachers is wanting, there will be 
a proportionate failure in the efforts that are 
made. A defective system of popular education 
with many imperfections and inconveniencies in 
its practical movements, may nevertheless do an 
incalculable amount of good, wherever it is car- 
ried into effect by competent and skilful teachers. 
While, on the other hand, the best system and the 
most ample provision of all the necessary means 
for conducting its operations, will accomplish but 
little if itis not instituted by those who are thor- 
oughly qualified for their work. 

“En these remarks, the writer would be far from 
discouraging the noble exertions which are making 
in our own and other states, to promote the cause 
of popular education. May they go forward 
with increasing strength, and reach every part of 
this great field of enterprise, on the success of 
which the destinies of our country, under God, 
depend. But while the other parts of the enter. 
prize are carried on with vigor, it ought ever to

be remembered that nothing will tend so much 
and so rapidly to consummate it, as to furnish a 
larger supply of first rate instructors for our com- 
mon schools. Every such instructor is one effi- 
cient agent gained to the cause of improvement 
in the department of popular education. Let 
them be prepared and sent forth to occupy their 
appropriate stations, and they will enter at once 
upon the practical parts of the great work, and 
show by example, as well as theory,what a good 
system of common school instruction ought to be. 
They will be the very persons, too, to appreciate 
what alterations and improvements are desirable 
in our present systems, while their character and 
influence will afford a powerful aid in carrying 
them into effect. One first rate teacher of intel- 
ligence and practical wisdom, at an important 
t of usefulness, is, to say the least, doing as 
much to help forward the cause of popular edu- 
eation, as some three or four eloquent speeches at 
public meetings for this purpose. Not that we 
can do without the speeches. Both are good in 
their place. But while the speeches make the 
most noise, and accomplish much in inciting to 
action, it is the opinion of the writer that the 
teacher, such as he has described, holds quite as 
high, if not a higher rank in the scale of produc- 
tive effort. 
How shall we get good teachers for our dis- 
trict schools, and enough of them? While we 
should encourage our young men to enter upor 
this patriotic, and I had almost said, missionary 
field of duty, and much higher inducements to 
engage them todoso, I believe every one must 
admit, that there is but little hope of attaining 
the fuli supply, or any thing like it, from that sex. 
This will always be difficult, so long as there are 
so many other avenues open in our country to ac- 
cumulation of property, and the attaining of dis- 
tinction. We must, | am persuaded, look more 
to the other sex for aid in this emergency, and do 
all in our power to bring forward young women 
of the necessary qualifications to be engaged in 
the business of cominon school instruction. ‘lhe 
writer hopes to be able to furnish some further 
thoughts on this interesting topic in the subse- 
quent numbers of the Journal.

Hos. 7: 8. ‘; Ephraim is a cake not turned.’ 

The metaphor of a cake not turned,is designed 
to represent the course of conduct of the ten tribes 
of Israel, in the degenerate state in which the 
prophet Hoseahas described them in this book. 
It is their inconsistent conduct :in which some 
things are evidently right, but a great deal wrong. 
They acknowledged God, the God of their fath- 
ers, as their God, in whom they trusted; but when 
attacked by their enemies, they would not rely 
on him alone, but made a league with the king of 
Egypt, and hired troops of him for their defence 
against their enemies. ‘Thus they put more con- 
fidence in their wicked confederates, than in the 
Almighty. At another time when the king of 
Assyria came against them, instead of going forth 
in the name of God, who never forsakes them 
that trust in him; the king of Israel went out to 
meet him, and gave him a thousand talents of sil- 
ver, and formed a confederacy with him. 

Another thing which showed the inconsistency 


of Ephraim was, that they united with the reli- 
gion of their fathers much of the supersuuon or me 


heathen. They swore dy the name ofthe Lord, 
but they acknowledged the God of the Egyptians, 
and worshipped the calves at Bethel and Dan. 
Thus they halted between two opinions, and were 
neither one thing nor another. Like a cake on 
the fire, but not turned, only baked on ane side, 
they were useless, and with all their pretensions to 
a great varicty of religious ceremonies and sacri- 
fices, nothing could be made out of them. 

Their case is like many professors of religion, 
who with all the noise and pretences they make, 
are after all nothing in reality. Simon was of this 
character; he believed, wondered, and followed 
Philip from place to place; but he was without 
any fixed principle; he was yet in the gall of bit- 
terness and bond of iniquity. How many are to 
be met with in almost every place, who talk and 
boast of their skill in argument on doctrines and 
notions, which they have picked up by the way; 
but whoif you examine them, turn out to have 
nothing of the root of the matter inthem, Ask 
them if they live with God in daily prayer ? and 
they will be confounded. Examine them on 
the subject of experimental religion, and they 
have none. Sift them as to what systetn of doc- 
trine they believe and how God will save them ; 
and they know nothing about it. They havea 
form of godliness, but not the power thereof.
